boa who is interested in the history of culture, or who 
is sensitive to the beauty of printing and illustration, must feel 

the attraction of books printed before 1500, in the first half- 
century of the discovery of printing. No class of book has been more 
exhaustively studied from every angle, and great public and private 
libraries have always regarded them as their greatest treasures and 
almost measured their importance by the number of them they owned. 
In spite of this, however, their price has risen less than any other 


kind of rare and desirable books and has hardly yet been affected by 
the present “ boom.” 


If one looks back to the period between this and the last war, 
one sees that the great source of their supply were the impoverished ~ 
monastic libraries of Austria, which were forced to sell them. Vast 
numbers of these were gathered together by an enterprising German 
speculator, who made two great collections, now both in American 
Public Libraries. By 1938 the supply was already exhausted, and we 
can assert quite confidently that except possibly for the stocks of two 
great American booksellers, there are very few on the market, and 
further, it seems to us in the highest degree unlikely that any great 


number can ever again become available for sale. 


We have not classified the books under subjects, but many 
subjects are represented, including science, medicine, philosophy 
and literature, as well as books of pure typographic interest from the 
presses of such great printers as Schéffer, Jensen, Sweynheym and 


Pannhartz. There are also several woodcut books. 


Finally, we wish to draw collectors’ attention to the large number 
of books in their original stamped monastic bindings. For a critical 
collector it must always be a pleasure to own a book the external 
aspect of which has not been changed since it stood on the shelves of the 
monastery for which it was bound, and we feel that the same dis- 
crimination in price should be made for books in this condition as for 
English classics in original boards or French books in |8th century 


morocco. 


We therefore hope that collectors and librarians will profit by this 
catalogue and realise that it is very unlikely that we shall ever again 


be able to issue another one devoted entirely to 15th century books.

The commentary 1s by 
Henricus of Saxony. It was frequently printed and of great influence throughout 
the Middle Ages and the Renaissance. It deals with cosmetics and contains much 
on obstetric medicine, generation, birth, etc. 

The present edition 1s excessively rare, as are most of the early editions. No 
copy in any English Public Library. The G.K.W. records four copies only. This 
copy must originally have belonged to a scientist, as tt contains on the last blank leaf 
some contemporary notes, giving definitions of vision, reflexion and refraction.

The D.N.B. who assign the commentary to both authors seem 
to be uncertain about several other of their works. In any case, whichever of these 
authors wrote the commentary, the interest to English scholarship 1s the same and 
this is the first edition of this commentary which was afterwards reprinted more 
than 30 times before 1500. The book itself is well known as one of the most popular 
mediaeval texts. | 
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The text of Boethius in this edition is printed in long lines, separated by large 
intervals from each other and so giving for that period a peculiar typographical 
aspect.

The type 1s a plain Gothic measuring 76 mm., and in view of the indication “ Im- 
pressum Brixie”’ this can with some confidence be assigned to the press of Baptista 
Farfengo at Brescia. 

The interesting and mysterious point about the colophon however are the words : 
JoaNnNes Dictus FLORENTINUS. For other editions of this text, compare for instance 
Reichling 1334, where another, Venice, edition also ending with the same words 1s 
described. The same name in the same form and equally without any further ex- 
planatory qualification is found in a number of other incunabula. 

Among the dozen or so impressions bearing this puzzling name, there 1s the COLUM- 
BUS LETTER of Giuliano Dati, see G.K.D.W. 8001. Brit. Mus. Cat. VITI., 1126. 
With regard to this very rare book, of which a copy is in the N.Y.P.L., not only 
has the mystery of the Fohannes dictus Florentinus so far remained unsolved, but 
even the printer of it remained unknown. The G.D.K.W. as well as the Brit. Mus. 
can do no better than call it ‘“‘ Italy Unknown Press.” It would seem to me that 
the coming to light of these ‘‘ Sette Salmi” with their ““ Impressum Brixie”’ might 
help to solve this one little problem, and that the printer of the Dati Columbus letter 
which 1s also printed in a 76 mm. Gothic, would appear to be also B. Farfengo at 


Brescia. 


Who was this Fohannes dictus Florentinus? He was certainly neither the author 
nor the printer, perhaps a corrector or a publisher? Whatever the solution, this 
unique little impression might prove of service in solving the riddle of this JOANNES 
DicTus FLORENTINUS.
